Great  hopes 

‘Change  my  schedule?’ 


It’s  only  the  second  day 
of  school  and  guidance  de¬ 
partment  is  swarmed  with 
students  who  swear  that 
they  are  failing  already.  It 
gets  worse  for  the  counsel¬ 
ors  as  the  six  weeks  pro¬ 
gresses. 

The  purpose  of  guidance 
is  to  help  the  students  both 
social  and  academically,  to 
counsel  the  student.  But 
students  aren’t  always 
happy  with  what  guidance 
has  to  offer. 

“I’ve  attended  this 
school  for  four  years  and 
I’ve  yet  to  get  all  the  classes 
I  want,”  said  senior  Sherry 
Kaiser.  One  reason  for  this 
is  the  great  expectations 
students  place  on  counsel¬ 
ors.  Students  sign  up  for 


certain  classes  at  the  end  of 
one  school  year,  and  by  the 
time  school  rolls  around 
again,  they’ve  changed 
their  minds. 

“Probably  only  10  per¬ 
cent  of  the  schedule 
change  requests  are  really 
necessary,”  said  tenth 
grade  guidance  counselor, 
Ms.  Celinda  Mitchell. 

One  student  went  as  far 
as  to  ask  a  counselor  to 
change  his  schedule  be¬ 
cause  his  schedule  didn’t 
allow  him  to  have  the  same 
lunch  shift  as  most  of  his 
friends.  Many  students 
want  changes  for  “off  the 
wall”  reasons. 

Another  thing  students 
expect  from  guidance 
counselors,  is  for  them  to 


be  available  at  the  drop  of 
a  hat.  They  walk  into  guid¬ 
ance  and  want  to  be  waited 
on  hand  and  foot.  Only 
there  is  one  small  thing 
they  forgot  to  do.  Make  an 
appointment.  Although 
students  are  important  to 
the  counselors,  they  have 
several  things  they  must  do 
during  a  school  day,  like 
college  transcripts  and  reg¬ 
istering  new  students. 

Students  may  not  like 
the  way  guidance  handles 
everything,  but  they  are 
dependent  on  the  counsel¬ 
ors.  The  counselors  should 
be  commended  for  all  they 
do  for  the  students  and  all 
they  have  to  put  up  with 
from  the  students.

AP  or  Honors,  weighted 
courses  and  the  like.  These 
are  the  types  of  classes  ac¬ 
celerated  students  involve 
themselves  in. 

Many  students  are  out¬ 
standing  academically,  or 
otherwise.

“The  program  has  had  a 
positive  effect  for  the 
simple  reason  of  having  the 
chance  to  work  with 
others,”  said  senior  Tana 
Pirkey,  a  member  of  the 
peer  counseling  program. 
Tana  also  works  with 
students  at  Dean  Middle 
School. 

Since  the  program  got  its 
start,  it  has  reached  out  to 
help  not  only  students  here, 
but  also  students  at  the 
middle  and  elementary 
levels. 

“When  I  help  the  younger 
children,  it  makes  me  think 
about  things  I  normally 
wouldn’t,  and  it’s  also  neat 
to  see  what  I  was  like  when 
I  was  their  age,”  Justin 
Michaels,  another 


counselor,  said.  Justin  also 
works  with  students  at 
Round  Elementary. 

The  main  objective  of  the 
program  is  to  improve  the 
health  and  well  being  of 
adolescents. 

“Although  it’s  not  perfect 
in  every  way,  and  not  every 
kid  can  be  helped  as  much 
as  others,  there  are  many  of 
them  that  gain  confidence 
by  having  someone  to  talk 
to,”  said  Justin. 

There  are  many 
requirements  that  a  peer 
counselor  must  meet. 

Among  them  are  working  to 
full  potential  in  all  classes, 
respect  for  peers  and 
teachers,  and  exemplary 
behavior. 

After  being  chosen  to  be  a 


counselor,  a  student  goes 
through  a  three-day 
training  session  during  the 
summer,  which  involves 
communication  skills,  self 
awareness,  disclosure  and 
listening  skills,  and  decision 
making  skills. 

“Training  is  continuous 
throughout  the  year  with  a 
heavy  emphasis  on 
counseling  skills  the  first 
semester,”  Mr.  Larry 
Shireman,  program 
coordinator,  said. 

“It  has  made  me  feel  good 
knowing  that  I  am  able  to 
be  there  for  someone  and  to 
help  them  get  through  tough 
times,”  said  Tana.
